Roumanln helped the Russians in the 


TurkoKussiac war in 1877, saved Rus- 
sia indeed at the siege of Plevna and 
when peace came proclaimed herself 
independent of the suzerainty of Tur- 
tey and asked that the congress at 
Serlin give her recognition. Beacons- 
field was an Influence in that congress, 
and before Roumania's request was ac- 
ceded to she was required to abrogate 
all her anti-Jewish enactments and 
agree that "in Ronmanla the difference 
of religious rreeds and confessions 
shall not be alleged against any person 
is a ground for exclusion or incapacity 
D matters relating to the eojorment of 
civil and political rights, admission to 


employments, functions 
and 


jonnrs or t u ^xerciso of the various 
professions and Industries, us well as 
fuaranteeing that nil foreigners shall 
Motivated, wituout distinction of creed, 
on n footing of equality."

:n the way that the I'latt ninendment 
was kuiMjsed upon Cuba. Sne accepted 
t and then disregarded it, until the list 
of her discriminations has reached 
large dimeu&luni>.

practice of law. They are regnrdnl. 
Lhutiijii centuries) In the country, as 
'aliens not subject to foreign protec- 
tion." To become naturalized (only 40*"' 
oiit of the 400 000 are citizens) each :tp- 


licnnt has to be parsed !>y parliament. 


One of the school grammar:-, illustrat- 
ug a rule of sj ntax, says, "1'ou must 
not believe the word of a Jew even 
when he Is at the point of death;" an- 
other says, "Ginshops ire kept by Jews, 
who. 
like leeches, s>uck the bio-xl of 


peasants by enticing them to drunken- 
ness." 


Jewish schools were closed in 1890 


l>eca\ise they were not kept open six 
days a week (that included Saturday, 
the Henre-v Sabbath). Jewish commu- 
nities were deprUed of control of the 
tosher meat tax on which their schools 
and ehurchea largely depended. In 
1887 it was decreed that Jews should 
be admitted to public schools only 
after the Roumanian* had been ac- 
commodated. In 185)3 they were ex- 
cluded for being a lions, but could ea- 
ter if there was room upon payment of 
a fee. The university, free to Rouma- 
nians, charged 3CC francs n year to 
aliens. Though admitted to the army, 
tbe Jews, being aliens. dM not. like 
others, earn pensions by tno years' 
service, and they were not eligible to 
military academies.
